Sortie Evidence, Much Theory Arise From Study of 


Diet Effect on Teeth 


More has been written of Inte re- 


garding the effects of diet on the teeth 
than in all the previous years of the 
life of man upon this earth. GMt of 
this accumulation oC material comes 
some actual evidence and a great deal 
of theory. . 


Once Horace Fletcher said that the 


human being who would be healthful 
should/live entirely on soft food, but 
even he recommended that hnrd foods 
be eaten. He felt that all of the food 
should be chewed until it developed 
into a liquid state. Since there are 32 
teeth in the adult body, he suggested 
that each bite of food be chewed 32 
times. 


Actually, of course, there are two 


periods in life when a person should 
have liquid food—first childhood and 
second childhood. In the intervening 
period the musculature of the stomach 
and 
intestines 
requires something 


with' more solid.ity and bulk on which 
to exercise action. 


In the relationship to the develop- 


ment of the.teeth of the child Ihere is 
now not the slightest doubt but that 
the diet should contain plenty of col- 
ciuYri and phosphorus and sufficient 
amounts of vitamins A, C and D to 
provide the material necessary for the 
growth of the teeth. 


There comes next, however, the 


question of'the decay of the teeth after 
they have developed. There are some 
investigators who are convinced that 
the dietary aspects in relationship to 
teeth decay are not important except 


in so far as the material is hnrd or 
soft when taken into the mouth. Such 
investigators feel that the food which 
causes trouble in relationship to den- 
tal decay is that which has a marked 
tendency to be retained by the teeth, 


They feel that the consumption of 


eel-tain fruits, fruit jiiices and Veget- 
ables helps to clean tho teeth In about 
the same way os a good toothbrush 
would clean them. They assert that 


elimihatlon from the dl&t of roods thai 
nre difficult for the teethvwould wipe 
out dehtal caries. 


Yet this point of view is not gener- 


ally supported by many other investi- 
gators. Another group of authorities 
is convinced that teeth need exercise 
which is supplied by tho right kind 
of food. They assert that a diet of 
soft, pulpy food weakens the teeth 
and invites trouble. 


They say that a fibrous Olet'ln addi- 


tion to sliWtilnting the process of chew- 
ing serve's to some extent as a cleans- 
ing, ngent. They also point out that 
sugar in the diet tends to aid the de- 
velopment pf .bacteria in the food that 
is retained between the teeth and thnt 
for this reason excess of sugar is asso- 
ciated with dental decay. 


Where there is no absolute evidence, 


as would appear to be the case in this 
instance, the person who Wonts to pro- 
tect the teeth will d owell to have them 
watched carefully. Frequent examin- 
ations will detect the beginnings of 


dental decay as soon ns they occur. 


It becomes possible then for the den- 


tist to correct the condition which per- 
mits the food to accumulate hctweerf 
the teeth, to study the diet of the per- 
son concerned ns to its effect on thnt 
person's teeth, and to give suitable nd- 
vice ns to the possibility of preventing 
decay in the future. 


Simply, tho facts Jccm to be Hint 


dental decay usually starts in areas 
•around the teeth in which food is re- 
tninccl and which nre difficult to keep 
clean, that the decay proceeds from 
the surface of the enn'mlel inward to- 
wnrd tho pulp.

Although, the 
fleet needs about 1000 planes of these 
various types-^or will when present 
building plans are completed. 


In addition, there are the patrol 


planes: the big flying boats which 
alight on and take off from the water, 
and which have very long radii of ac- 
tion. They are given strategical mo- 
bility by the use of tenders, which are 
really floating repair shops and store- 
houses for their broods of planes. 
Considering the needs of the new la^r 
bases in the Caribbean. Alaska ajid 
the northeastern United States which 
are in contemplation, the navy -Will 
have some 800 patrol planes. 


To these figures may be added 200 


planes for the Marine Corps, 300 for 
the Naval Reserve, 500 for training and 
certain other planes for the projected 
Tactical School, and for miscellaneous 
service in the naval districts. The 
present limit of 3000 planes for the 
Navy is based on these requirements, 
and Is sufficient for present needs. 


The Air Corps of the Army must 


meet on entirely different set of con- 
ditions. It must b'e realy to deal with 
United States launched from aircraft 
carriers, or from some hastily occu- 
any sudden attack on the continental 
pied base in this hemisphere. For Jhis 
purpose it rpust have a striking force 
luperior to the total number of ship- 
borne aircraft possessed by any navy 
which is likely to be our opponent— 
or to deal with such a number of hos- 
tile aircraft as might be hastily as- 
sembled at a seized base for a quick 
raid. 


Tile present plans call for a G. H. Q. 


air force of about 1000 planes--bom- 
bardment, pursuit, attack and recon- 
naissance. This is the air striking force 
for the continental United States. It 
will be dispersed at various bases for 
training and administration, but can 
be swiftly concentrated for action by 
reason of the speed and flexibility 
which are the inherent qualities of air 
power. It is considerably superior to 
the total number of ship-borne planes 
possessed by any foreign navy, and 
strong enough tp nip in the bud any 
attempt to establish sn enemy air 
base anywhere within its reach. 


For the outlying possessions, present 


plans ,caJl for some 300 planes for Ha- 
w&ii and 200 for Panama. The Army 
will also need 400 training planes, 200 
cargo and transport planes, and 200 
observation planes for duty 
with 


ground troops. This brings us to ap- 
proximately the total of 2,320 planes 
fixed by tfie Baker Board after ex- 
haustive study of the Army's needs. 


Possibly the number of observation 


planes may need to be increased some? 
what, in view of the requirements of 
the National 
And there is an 


argument for giving tike Army parity 
with the Navy in number of planes, 
especially if we are going to assume 
the likelihood of distant air operations 
for the defense of Sou,th America.
